LONDON, July 31.—Inquiry regarding 


the delay in the selection of the London 
Athletic club's team to contest with the 
team of the New York Athletic club 
shows the existence ot a number of ob- 
stacles, one of which is that some of the 
New York men are regarded as little more 
than servants of the New York club or 
representatives put on the team for the 
purpose of advertising the -club. Lon- 
ttlonen object to being classed with ath- 
letes not holding the status of gentlemen 
amateurs. The objection is also made by 
some of the London men to the status of 
some of the athletes who have been in- 
duced to join their own team. The objec- 
tion to these men is the same as that 
made against the New York men.

IKtASURES IN A LIBRARY. 


Including One of the Twenty-two Com- 


plete. Sets of the Declaration. 


H:om the valuable collection of auto- 


graphs presented to the public library some 
time ago by its old librarian, Judge Cham- 
berlain, and placed as he desired in a little 
room leading from the librarian's office, 
four documents hnva been taken out and 
placed in the periodical room on the fire- 
place shelf. These four are the "Declara- 
tion of Independence," the "Address to 
the King," the "Articles of Confedera- 
tion" and the "Constitution of the United 
States." They are not the originals, of 
course; neither are they facsimiles. They 
are half way between—a reprint in each 
case of the original document, followed by 
the genuine autographs of the men who 
signed. 


In a way not even the original Declara- 


tion of Independence preserved in Wash- 
ington is BO good as the public library's 
clear, readable copy. The original writ- 
ing, both test and signatures, has been 
faded by a century's exposure until pajts 
of it are almost illegible. The original is 
also on parchment, a material from which 
ink fades very quickly as compared with 
paper. Judge Chamberlain's autographs 
arc on paper and ought to last inrreflnite- 
ly. To tho right of the Jour documents, 
which arc neatly ! lamed, is a photographic 
facsimile of tho great Declaration, and to 
the lolc hangs a printed copy, one of 13 is- 
sued immediately after it was adopted to 
each of the 13 original states/authenticated 
by the bold signature of the president of 
the congress, John Hancock, and attested 
by tho secretary, Charles Thomson. 


There are now in existence, as near as 


can be calculated, 28 complete sets of the 
signors of the Declaration. That belonging 
to the public library, mode up of cut sig- 
natures, taken from otherwise uninterest- 
ing papers according to the original order 
on a single slicot and underneath the text 
of tho original, is the most striking and 
vivid to look nt of any of tho 22, but in 
money value it must yield to the collec- 
tions winch arc nrndo up, mainly at least, 
of entire autograph letters or documents. 
Three of the complete sets besides this in 
tho public library are owned in Boston. A 
curious map of special interest to local an- 
tiquarians has recently como into posses 
sion of the public library. It was ptib- 
lishcd in London early in September, 1775, 
and was prL.iod to give an i-ljn, pf the 
sioge of Boston. It measures about 21 by 
18 inches, and the title runs, "The seat of 
war in New England by tho American 
volunteers, with the marches of the sev- 
eral corps sent by tho colonies."—Boston 
Transcript.

It is in nine 
cases out of ton devoid of the obligations 
of loyalty and honor which are inherent in 
tho friendship biuwecn one man and an- 
other. There is less reserve in it and also 
less sincerity, for a woman will reveal her 
heart of hearts to a friend and quarrel "with 
her the nest day because she has pirated 
her bonnet cr alienated an admirer. Such 
relations never become stable or sacred be- 
tween women, for they are apt to begin by 
chance, proceed with passion and die at 
a breath. .Even at fever iieat a woman 
never gives as much to an-ther as she 
gives to her lightest lover, and at any mo- 
ment she is ready to sacrifice her friend at 
the behest of any man in whom she is 
momentarily interested. For his enter- 
tainment she will betray any confidence 
without a scruple or n regret, even if she 
refrains from denouncing her feminine 
friend to the first comer as soon as a shad- 
ow of misunderstanding has arisen be- 
tween them. 


In the lives of most men there »re only 


one or two friendship bonds, riveted by 
years of intercourse, which nothing but 
undreamed of treachery can sever. Wom- 
en, on the other hand, make pjid discard 
friends with equal facility, a they are 
seldom true to men, their fidelity to their 
own sox is rarer far, for there are no Da- 
vids and Jonathans among women, no 
friendships founded on mutual faith and 
held in honor. Until woman learns to 
conduct her relations with her own sex on 
the same principle as that on which men 
act tho sisterhood of woman will never 
come within measurable distance ol the 
possible. She has leagued so much from 
man in this decade that it is not unreason- 
able to Iiopc she may yet learn tho true 
character of friendship as well as tho pol- 
icy of combination. When woman stands 
dioulder to shoulder with her sister in 
publii- and in private life, she will stand 
at the very gates of her kingdom, abreast 
of that "br^ve vibration, each way free."

BIG SEWER PLUGGED UP. 


Cause or the Flood or Filth Near Boston 


and Albany Tracks Explained. 


Several days ago this paper announced 


that a volume of sewage was pouring out 
of the ground by the Boston and Albany 
railroad tracks at a point not far from 
Briggs & Co.'s mill. Previous to the an- 
nouncement a representative of the TRAV- 
SCRIPT tried by inquiry to learn the cause 
of the trouble and was told that a small 
sewer carrying surface water from the 
swamp district emptied there and that 
everything was all right. Since that time, 
however, it has been discovered that the 
suspicions of those who believed the big 
sewer was stopped up were well founded. 
The street commissioners have investi- 
gated the matter and found such to be 
the case, and men are now at work trying; 
to locate the trouble. A manhole near 
the Boston and Albany freight house was 
opened and it was found that the sewer 
was not in working order. Now a large 
hole has been dug near this manhole and 
a break will probably be found there, as 
water began to flow in after the men 
had dug down to some depth. The 
sewer is over ten feet, below the 
surface at 
this point, 
and it is 


said that quicksand was encountered 
there when the sewer was laid. It is 
probable the trouble is due to quicksand' 
which has allowed the pipe to settle and 
become disjointed or broken. It will be 
quite a job to make the repair owing to 
the inflow of water, which will have to be 
pumped out in order to give the men a 
chance to work. 
The sewer runs from 


well up Ashland street to the vicinity of 
the Johnson mill and empties into the 
river. Many smaller sewers empty into 
this main sewer and its stoppage for any 
considerable time would be a berious 
thing for a large section of the town. 


LAY A CORNER STONE. 


Let Not Its Building Pass Without Proper 


Ceremony. 


Some are suggesting that there be a cor- 


ner stone laying in connection with the 
new normal school. It is thought it would 
be a pity to allow the acquisition to North 
Adams' educational institutions to pro- 
ceed without any ceremony to mark the 
matter in the history of the town.

A YEAR OF THE WILSON TARIFF. 
' 


This country has had nearly a year of 


»h« new tariff framed by the ingenuity of 
William Wilson and marred and scarred 
by the avarice and selfishness of almost 
every other Democratic 
member of 


the last congress. A preliminary state- 
ment of the aggregate exports and imports 
during that time has been given out and 
reads as follows:

ports rose from $275,199,000 in 1894 to 
$368,729,392 in 1896, while free imports fell 
from 1372^75,831 to $363,230,1.27. The gen- 
eral Increase of imports was probably due 
to the lowering of the duties on foreign 
good* to an extent that allows the Europe- 
an manufacturer to make them and im- 
port them to this country .to sell at a price 
in aiany canes lower than can be made 
here at the present rate of wages in our 
textile mills. In some instances we are 
»ble to meat the price of foreign goods at 
tine present tariff lates, but to do this, al- 
lows our manufacturer, to make, little or 
no profit on his goods, hardly getting a 
new dollar for an old one in his business. 


Speaking of our woolen manufactories 


under the new tariff the Boston Journal 
of Commerce says: "Our woolen arid 
wonted manufacturers, in many instances, 
have endeavored to keep their help em- 
ployed, and have accepted orders for 
gOodo at the prices for which they can be 
imported. They have been encouraged in 
this work by their help striking for an ad- 
vance of wages and other annoyances, 
that money would hardly hire those in 
other business to pass thi ongh. It K a 
mistake to suppose that the woolen indus- 
tries of this country c|nf>a»in s4fl(|i^s|£ag 
condition as long as ftif Jtesgn'tj t^rjff js 
in force. What we need, and what we 
must have Before we bah reach the road 
to permanent prosperity is a higher duty 
op woolen and worsted goods. We cer- 
tainly need the revenue that would be 
thus obtained to pay the expense of run- 
ning our government, and it should be ob- 
tained in this manner rather than belling 
our credit at auction." 


This same journal of high ax 'hority 


goes on to plead for a higher tariff on 
woolens in these words: "It is true busi- 
ness has revived in a measure du Tig ibu 
year, stimulated by the restoration of con- 
fidence, caused by tyie elections of last 
•fUR '•"•We" b«Ueve "the average1 "American 
will agree ^rithnuWhen wetetate that we 
should have a tariff on foreign goods such 
as would allow our textile mills to com- 
jp*te with those goods at a small profit to 
•ay the least, without bringing our labor- 
ing classes in wages down to the paltry 
pay of European labor. It is hoped that 
we are qn the verge of a good business 
and that as soon as congress assembles 
such changes may bo made in the tariff 
an id place our textile manufacturers on a 
firmer basis than is possible under the 
present law."

Neyv Derricks. Engines and Drills. 
An 


Old Quarry Opened. 


Special work requires special equip- 


ment and the truth of that statement is 
being shown in the preparations Porter & 
Hannum are making to fit themselves for 
the best fulfilling of the important con- 
tracts that have recently been awarded to 
them. When these contractors were 
awarded the contract for building the 
Hoosac Savings bank block they provided 
themselves with a larger crane derrick, 
the largest ever seen in this town and one 
of the largest used for building purposes 
in the state. They have that derrick still 
in their possession and today have just re- 
ceived another, which they ordered re- 
cently. Both of these derricks will be 
used in tha building of the normal school. 
The mast of each is sixty-five feet high, 
the boom fifty feet long and the capacity 
five tons each. Each will be operated by 
a fifteen horse power engine. The del" 
ricks are seldom required to lift to their 
limit. The heaviest lift on the Hoosac 
bank block was about three tons and this 
will probably not be exceeded on the 
school building. Derricks are got capa- 
ble of doing much heavier work than is 
done by them so as to have the greatest 
degree of safety. 
These derricks are ot 


the pattern of the American Derrick com- 
pany ot St. Paul. 


Po'rter & Hannufn 
have purchased 


another engine and boiler of fifteen horse 
power. The engine will be used at the 
building of the addition to the Eclipse 
mill and will be operated by steam from 
the mill's boilers. The boiler of the en- 
gine will be used to generate steam for 
running a steam drill, also just purchased, 
which will be used in a quarry opened on 
Union street for the purpose of getting 
stone for the new mill. The quarry is in 
the rear of the Mowbray house and is on 
the property of the Arnold Print works. 
It has not been in use for almost twenty 
years.

Suppose he delivered it ten times 
a year at, that price for SS years, he could 
live in clover on the proceeds. It ia not 
every man who would sneeze at $10,000 a 
year from the time he was, say, 40 years 
old till he reached the age of 75, all earned 
by rattling off the sai»e old lecture once a 
month, with two months for vacation and 
bracing up.

once famous teetotal orator, John B. 
Gougb, delivered his lecture on "The Bot- 
tle, "bat we would not wonder worth a 
ceut if we were told 1,000 times. We do 
not know how often that eloquent Amer- 
ican, Wendell Phillips, now deceased, re- 
peated his lecture on "The Lost Arts," 
but we know that it served his purpose for 
very many years. It was a masterpiece too.

go, the world is his peach. A street organ 
which Rises you the same tune all the 
time is nothing to it. 
T«at satirical lecturer, the late David 


R. Locke, better known as the "Rev. .Pe- 
troleum Vesuvius Nasby," had a device by 
which he saved time and brain. He him- 
self once confessed to us that when a ly- 
ceum committee from any place called 
upon him to engage his services and 
asked what he would lecture about he al- 
ways told them to take their choice, 
"Cursed Bo Canaan," "Moses In the Bul- 
rushes," "Wisdom For Seekers" and "Our 
Country'? Hope." "But," saidNasby con- 
fidentially, "I had only one lecture all the 
time, and whatever title they liked best 
they got the same old thing. It suited any 
title, every place and all occasions!" 


We never had the happiness to hear the 


lecture which Bishop Clark has repeated 
850 times, year in and year out. Its title 
la "TheLiving Machine," and there could 
not bo n better one. It is a great thing 
for a lecture to have a catching on title. 
It is a great thing also for a lecturer to be 
as grand looking as the now aged Bishop 
Clark was in the years of his lecturing.—

DIVINING RODS. 


Said to Be Only a Silly Fraud Fit to Fool 


Simpletons. 


A divining rod is simply a forked piece 


of wood (generally witchbazel) which is 
alleged to indicate the presence of miperal 
in the ground when the party having it 
walks over the surface. The u ^al direc- 
tions for its use are to hold the forked end 
of the rod in the hands, and when over 
the body of mineral the other end will 
dip toward the ground. 


It is impossible to say what charlatan 


first Imposed the divining rod on credu- 
lous people during the superstitious ages. 
To attempt to sell such instruments in this 
enlightened age is an insult to the general 
intelligence. 


There never was a simple rod that could 


exorcise such power with the exception of 
the miraculous rod of Moses which by & 
divine miracle drew water from a rook tor 
the relief of the suffering Israelites. 


The only instrument that will indicate 


the presence of a mineral is the miner's 
compasB, and it works in conformity to a 
recognized law of nature. It will indicate 
the presence of iron ore by 6he dipping of 
a magnetized needle, when held over a 
body of oro lying near the surface. Wo 
have recently received ajveral letters from 
men in various parts of tho country, who 
were not inclined to believe tho claims 
made for divining rods hy a party in a 
small village who offered them for sale in 
advertisements inserted in country news- 
papers, but who were anxious to possess 
such an instrument if reliable. To these 
we have invariably replied that the parties 
offering such instruments for sale were re- 
lying on tho credulity of superstitious 
people to make thoir bales. 


The man who bnys a divining rod is 


more foolish than lone who will throw tho 


eS fits swi »w*y, £or tiw one who 


throws the inonsy away loses only the 
price of the red. The one who boys the 
rod loses both the money and the time h« 
spends in vain attempts to locate a body 
of mineral by u«e of the rod. If the min- 
eral does not crop to the surface, there IB 
but one way to find it, and that is by pros- 
pect shafts or drill holes.—Colliery Engl-

BULLETS FLEW LIVELY. 


Alabama Miners Engage In a Deadly 


liace Conflict. 


Deputy Sheriffs Shot Down 


by Negro Leader. 


Trouble Has Been Brewing Some Time and 


tha End Is Not Yel. 


BIRMISGHAM, Ala., Julv 81.—A race 


riot occurred at Brooksidc yesterday, re- 
sulting in the death of two deputy sher- 
iffs and a number of negroes. 
The fight 


was between a band of white miners, 
headed by Deputy Sheriffs Wood-and Bax- 
ter, who were trying to arrest Jim Big- 
gera, a negro, and a crowd of the latter's 
friends. Over 160 shots were fired. 


Mine Boss Culverhouse of the Sloss Iron 


and Steel company discharged Blggers for 
a violation of mine rules. Biggers re- 
mained about the place, making threats. 
He refused to ,leave the company's prem- 
ises and a warrant was sworn out for his 
arrest for trespassing. 
Deputy Sheriff 


Wood and Special Deputy Joel Baxter 
went to arrest Biggers. 
As they ap- 


proached, Biggers fired upon them with a 
Winchester rifle. A bullet passed through 
Wood's head arid another through his 
heart, killing him instantly. 


Baxter was mortally wounded, but w»s 


able to get back to the camp aad give the 
alarm. The white miners organized and 
went to arrest Biggers. The latter, in the 
meantime, had called in a number of his 
negro friends, and when the two parties 
met, a pitched battle resulted, the negroes 
fleeing to the woods. It is now said that 
half a dozen or more 


Were Shot Down, 


several of whom were killed outright and 
the others were Badly wounded. Whether 
any of the whites were wounded or not 
cannot be learned. The names of the 
killed and womided negroes could not be 
bad. 


The to\vn of Brookside is in a state of 


great excitement, every man in town be 
ing armed. Shooting was kept up at in 
teryals for two hours or more. 


Word has readied here from tha tele- 


graph operator at Brookside, who is locked 
in his office, that an attack by the negroes 
is feared. 


When the first news of the fight reached 


here last evening, Sheriff Morrow and 
Chief of Police McDonald summoned all 
the available officers, and a carload of 
them started for Aie scene of the riot. 


Deputy Wood, who was killed, was ex- 


sheriff o£ Tallndega county. It is hoped 
that the arrival ot the force of officers from 
this city will restore quiet, and that no 
further demonstration will bo made by 
the negroes. 


Trouble between the white and black 


miners employed at the Sloss company's 
mines at Brookside has been brewing for 
some time. There has always been ill 
feeling between the two races, and it 
needed but the first shot of last night's 
riot to bring on a fight.

water. They camo from the direction of 
Charles street, cud 


Ect timed In That Direction. 


"\Ve do not know this man. We would 


very much like to seo him. He may not 
know anything o* Alberta after taking 
her to that store, for she certainly went 
back to her sister's houso on Myrtle street 
nftor that. It was 4:33 when she was 
ffivsn tho letter to mail by her sister, and 
It was later when the little Founelly girl 
saw her run down Revere street toward 
OUarles. Tho question is, Did she meet 
that man ag.vn? This is what the police 
will strive now to discover." 


With such an important clew as this to 


work upon, tho police havo started in with 
renewed energy to uuravel the mystery. 
Nothing wns known by Inspector Dugan 
previous to this about Alberta's having 
l»«n away from home that day for any 
length of time. 


Alberta's sifter was very positive in stat- 


ing that Alberta had no male friends 
with whom she went anywhere. But the 
Green-street story Is undoubtedly true, 
which shows that Alberta's sister did not 
know all about her.

Auether Italian Tragedy. 


BOSTON, July 31.—What in all probabil- 


ity will prove a murder occurred here last 
night, when Crecieczo Fagano was shot 
in the head, in, the right thigh and in the 
left'groin with bullets from two revolvers 
wielded by Leopoldo Santouiello and his 
cousin, Gaetano Torino.

1885j s>how dealings with' various people, 
and an entry regarding insurance shows 
the existence of insurance deals as early 
as 1885. A mysterious "Dora" is men- 
tioned as the recipient of numerous small 
sums which are carefully recorded, and 
the minutes of tho Enalewood company 
are also given, with tho election of direct- 
ors and transaction of other business. 


Peter Cigrand, father of Eiliue Cigrand, 


who is said to have been murdered by 
Holmes, arrived in Chicago yesterday 
with Philomena Cigraiid, sister of the 
missing girl. With Dr. B. J. Cigrand, a 
relative, they went to police headquarters, 
where a secret conference was held with 
Chief Badenoch and Inspector Ifitzyatriok. 


In tho courss of the further excavation 


in Holmes' Sixty-third street building, tho 
polico unearthed parts of two thigh hopes, 
a picqo of skull and four smalter pieces of 
bone.
